payers. It Is believed that this pro¬ 
vision will be the mesne of remedying 
Inequalities, because, as a rule, under 
the old act, assessors have refused ac¬ 
cess to thelt books and denied citizens 
the privilege of amlnlng their assess¬ 
ments. 

There Is also an Important change In 
the law in the proceeding for the sale of 
the property of delinquents. Under the 
old law It was necessary toy tuuulclpal 
bodies to Issue warrants for the sale of 
lands bearing delinquent Usee, and tbe 
original owners hud twenty years la 
which to redeem tbe lands so t old. The 
new law provides that persons buying 
tie land under the conditions mentioned 
a»y proceed after two yeais to eue In
